CAN SEE GROWTH OF METALS 


Interesting Experiments Conducted by 
Ohio Professor Recently Made 
Public by Scientific Monthly. 


When a piece of iron wire is placed 
in a solution of potassium ferricyanide 
(2 to 4 per cent), containing some 
egg-white or gelatine to act as pro- 
tective colloid, and a little sodium 
chloride, delicate blue-green . vesicles 
and tubules of femrous ferricyanide 
are quickly formed; the tubules grow 
out rapidly into the solution, and 
within half an hour. or less the whole 
wire is covered with a dense fllament- 
ous growth resembling blue green 
algae, writes Prof. Ralph 8. Lillie of 
Nela research laboratory, Cleveland, 
O., in the Scientific Monthly. 

Iron is an especially favorable metal 
for such experiments apparently be- 
cause of the presence of numerous 
local electric couples between differ- 
ent areas of the metallic surface, and 
filaments several centimeters long are 
readily obtained. These often exhibit 
delicate and regular cross-striations 
and other appearances suggestive of 
organic structure. 

If instead of iron the related metals, 
cobalt and nickel, are used, a differ- 
ent type of growth is obtaind, coarser 
and more vesicular in structure and 
with finer tubules; many. of the latter; 
follow a characteristic, tortuous or zig- 
zag course,
